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INTRODUCTION. 



THE Acts of Parliament * relating to Worcestershire form an 
organic whole, and aye sufficient of themselves to fill a volume 
of the Society's Publications : moreover they will fit in easily with 
the other portions of the Bibliography which are in progress ; and 
therefore it was deemed advisable to begin with the publication 
of this Section of the work. 

There is probably no one Library in existence which contains 
copies of all the Acts catalogued in this list. Those who wish to 
consult the full text of any Act are referred to the Collections 
of the Guildhall Library, London, the British Museum, or the 
Birmingham Law Society. . There are also very good collections 
in the Incorporated Law Society's Library, and in the Temple 
and Lincoln's Inn Libraries. The Editors wish to state that the 
references to Personal, Private, and Local Acts are taken from 
titles only, and that there are probably many private Acts relating 
to Worcestershire which do not reveal the fact from the title, and 
which are therefore omitted. The local newspapers kindly in- 
serted letters asking for information as to such Acts, but the 
results were very sparse. 

The lists of Commissioners for collecting the Taxes in the 
sixteenth, seventeenth, and eighteenth centuries will be of interest 
as furnishing the names of those who, from time to time, have 
taken a leading part in the administration of County affairs. The 
solicitor may find this work useful for reference : the local histo- 
rian will have sources of exact information about the district in 
which he is interested : and the general reader will find indications 
of the " spirit of the age," as it shewed itself from time to time in 
Fisheries, Towing Paths, Enclosures, Roads, Canals, Lighting and 
Drainage, Local Government, Water Supply, Railways, and Elec- 
tricity, passing in successive waves over the country. 

Many of the earlier district Railways have since been swallowed 
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up by the larger Companies, by a process analogous to the great 
Bank Amalgamations which are going on at the present time. 

The most striking change — in fact a complete revolution — 
in the external appearance of old England^ must have been that 
produced by the Enclosure of the Commons, for which more than 
one hundred Acts of Parliament were obtained. The first manor 
in Worcestershire to carry out this plan was Aston Magna, in 
Blockley, 1733. Nothing more was done till 1736, when Alder- 
minster was enclosed. Besford Common was taken in hand fifteen 
years later (175 1); and soon after the accession of George III. the 
fashion set in universally, and rapidly overran the country.

PROVISIONAL INTRODUCTION. 



TN issuing this further instalment of the Bibliography of Wor- 
•■■ cestershire a few words of explanation will be sufficient for 
the present, reserving the complete Introduction for the final 
portion. 

The Plan adopted has been mainly that set forth in a Paper 
on "County Bibliographies," read before the Bibliographical So- 
ciety, March i8, 1895, by Mr. F. A. Hyett, with the suggestions, and 
recommendations approved by the Society, January, 1896. 

Such a Plan, based on such authority,'will no doubt be adopted 
by other Counties which may take up similar work, and this will 
ensure uniformity in future bibliographies. 

Mr. Hyett's Paper gives what may be called the "Theory" of 
the system : the " Bibliography of Gloucestershire," written by Mr. 
Hyett, in conjunction with the Rev- W. Bazeley, shews the practical 
working of the scheme : to these gentlemen I must express my 
deep obligation. 

The classification of books into two parts, relating (i) exclusively 
and (2) partially, to the County, can only be regarded as approximate. 
It seemed advisable to keep the Civil War Tracts to the same part, 
although many of them are concerned with the City of Worcester 
alone, and others pertain also to adjacent Counties. The " Boscobel " 
series again forms a natural sequel to the Battle of Worcester, 
though it relates largely to Shropshire, &c. The " Saints' Rest " 
and " Hudibras " are of such world-wide reputation that they seem 
to demand a place as County books, though they may hereafter 
also find notice under the head of Kidderminster, ^ Rous Lench, 
and Strensham. 

The Seventeenth-century Tracts belonging to the late Mr. J. 
Grainger (marked J. G.) have since been presented to the Victoria 
Institute, Worcester. 

The drawback to a work of this kind is the want of finality. 
There must still be books left unrecorded : if particulars of these 
are sent to me they can appear in an Addendum. 
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The "Acts of Parliament" appeared in 1898. The Botanical 
books concerning Worcestershire will form a continuation of the 
present part, together with " County Organization " and Diocesan 
and Nonconformist periodical literature. 

The last portion will embrace the various Towns and Villages 
in alphabetical order. The Newspapers, past and present, will fall 
under the place of publication. To make this part complete the 
co-operation of all the Members of the Society is earnestly invited. 

A full Index of Authors and Subjects will be made when the 
whole work is completed. 

I must take this opportunity of expressing my thanks to helpers 
in this work : to Mr. John Cotton, architect, of Oxford, for valuable 
notes collected by himself and his lamented brother, Mr. W. A. 
Cotton, of Bromsgrove, the generous donor of many rare Wor- 
cestershire books to the Victoria Institute ; to the Rev. J. Bowstead 
Wilson, Mr. John Amphlett, Mr. Gerald Mills, Mr. Charles Virgo, 
the late Mr. John Grainger, the Rev. E. R. Dowdeswell, Lieut.- 
General H. F. Davies, Mr. Duckworth (Librarian of the Worcester 
Free Library), Mr. A. W. Worthington, Professor Wright, Mr. W.

JOHN OSWEN. 

JOHN OSWEN, as being by far the earliest printer in Worcester- 
shire, stands on a pedestal alone, and demands notice, not from 
the subject-matter of his books, but by reason of the great interest 
of the books themselves. 

The birthplace of printing by moveable types was Mainz in 
Germany in 1454. The famous Mazarin Bible was produced 
there in or before 1456. In 1460 Strasburg took up the work, 
closely followed by Bamberg and Cologne. German printers set up 
a press in 1465 at Subiaco in Italy. Then followed Rome, 1467, 
Basel, 1468, Venice, 1469, and Paris, 1470. Thirteen other Italian 
presses date from 147 1. Holland began not later than 1472. About 
this time William Caxton, an English merchant in middle life, 
forsook business for literature, and became a printer, to be better 
able to multiply copies of his own works. He learnt the art at 
Bruges, where he first printed two English books. In 1477 he 
produced at Westminster the " Dictes and Sayings of the Philoso- 
phers," the first English book printed in England. 

The first English press to follow Caxton's was that of Oxford, 
where books were printed by Theodore Rood between 1478 and 
i486. London and St. Alban's both started in 1480, followed 
by Edinburgh, 1507, York, 1509, Cambridge, 1521, and Tavistock, 
1525. Ipswich had three printers in 1548, and late in that year 
the most famous of them, John Oswen, removed to Worcester; 
so that this city ranks as the tenth place in the British Isles in 
connection with this art. John Oswen is known to have printed 
at least twenty-nine works, and of these only about thirty copies 
in all have been preserved. The chief authorities are —

Of John Oswen the man but little is known. His printing office 
at Worcester was in the High Street. Timperley suggests that 
he was patronised by Cardinal Wolsey. In 1548 we find him 
established at Ipswich, but his stay there was probably only a short 
one, for on Jan. 30, 1 549, he brought out a volume at Worcester 
entitled " A Consultorie for all Christians." Prefixed to this 
work is the King's licence of Jan. 6th, 1548-9, to Oswen, to print 
all sorts of service or prayer books, and " al maner of bokes con- 
teinying any story or exposition of God's holy scripture within 
our Principalitie of Wales and marches of the same." The original 
licence is to be found in the Record Office. Here we find the 
inducement which brought Oswen into the west country. He 
was made the official printer for the Marches, which included 
the counties of Worcester, Hereford, Gloucester, and Salop, as 
well as all Wales. A president, four judges, and several counsellors, 
exercised jurisdiction over this large region, the Court being held 
chiefly at Ludlow and Bewdley, where there were royal residences, 
but sometimes also at Worcester, Shrewsbury, and Hereford. The 
president, in the early part of the reign of Edward VI., was John 
Dudley, Earl of Warwick (afterwards Duke of Northumberland), 
so we may perhaps conclude that Oswen, a man of kindred 
theological views, came here under his patronage. Like Caxton 
and other early printers, or William Morris in later days, he was not 
merely a tradesman, but a man of literary taste and strong convic- 
tions. Some of his books were translated by himself. Of the 
nature of his religious views we can have no doubt when we read 
the titles of his books. On May 18, 1553, he published a Homily 
by Bishop Hooper, and soon afterwards the Statutes of Edward VI. 
But in the July following Queen Mary came to the throne, and 
the Worcester press, like that at Canterbury and other places, 
suddenly ceased its work. Probably John Oswen sought an 
asylum in Holland or Switzerland, which then became the chief 
seats of the English Puritan press. 
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Before giving a detailed description of these books two note- 
worthy facts may be considered : — (i) that after Oswen's press was 
broken up, there is no authenticated case of printing in Worcester- 
shire for 155 years, and (2) that so few of Oswen's books are in 
existence. 

(i) The new-bom power of the press — the fourth estate — 
was already beginning to be keenly appreciated by the Government, 
and it was felt instinctively that a free press was incompatible 
with despotic power. An ingenious plan was devised to control 
the press by means of an association, attached to the Crown by 
the valuable privilege of enjoying a monopoly of printing, and 
easily coerced if inclined to use its power contrary to the wishes 
of the Government. Instead of a hydra, there would be only 
one head to be severed. On 4th May, 1556, Queen Mary put 
a stop for a long time to all printing, except at London and 
the Universities, by granting a Charter to the Stationers' Company. 
They had the rights of the Inquisition over all literary compositions 
— might search houses for any books which they deemed obnoxious 
to the State or their own interests — might enter, as often as they 
pleased, any place, house, shop, chamber or building, belonging 
to any stamper, printer, binder, or seller of any manner of books — 
might seize, take away, have, burn, or convert to their own use 
whatever they should think was printed contrary to the form 
of any Statute, Act, or Proclamation made or to be made. 
(Timperley.) 

In 1 566 a Star Chamber decree was issued for the regulation 
of printing. The Stationers' Company had the right of search 
everywhere, and three months' imprisonment was inflicted on all 
who printed books contrary to the order. And this stern repression 
was carried on for ages. In the Company itself no new printer 
could be enrolled till the death of a member made a vacancy. 
Every book must receive the imprimatur of the Archbishop or of 
the Bishop of London before being printed. The number of 
apprentices was limited. The usual penalties were defacement of 
stock, disqualification, and imprisonment With such a heavy 
hand laid upon all enterprise, it is no wonder that the art of 
printing in England retrograded — that the printing of Spenser's 
and Shakespeare's works was unworthy of the noble thoughts they 
breathed.

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Under Charles I. the same policy was carried out In 1637 
only twenty presses were allowed in London. No printer, except 
the Warden of the Company, could have more than two presses. 
Only four letter founders were allowed to trade. The pillory, and 
whipping through the city, were assigned to those who evaded this 
law. We are not surprised at the importance that Pym attached 
to getting the order from the House of Commons for the printing 
of the Grand Remonstrance. Milton's '* Areopagitica," a splendidly 
eloquent plea for the liberty of the press, was issued in 1644 ; but 
half-a-century elapsed before his views were adopted. In 1662 an 
Act restricted printing to London, York, Oxford, and Cambridge ; 
it was renewed again in 1679 and 1685, and finally expired in 
1695. Before this latter year, then, it was impossible for any 
book to be printed in Worcester except surreptitiously, and after 
Oswen, nothing has been met with certainly produced there 
till 1708. 

(2) It has now to be shown why Oswen's books are so scarce. 
We have seen that his publications were strongly in favour of the 
Reformation, and consequently nearly all of them would fall within 
the purview of Queen Mary's Proclamation of June 6, 1555. 
" Whereas dyvers books filled both with heresye and treason have 
of late been printed within this realme, .... whosoever shall 
be found to have any of the sayd wicked and seditious books, or 
fynding them, do not forthwith burne the same without shewing 
or readyng the same to any other person, shall in that case bee 
reputed and taken for a rebell, and shall without delay be executed 
for that offence, according to thorder of martiall law." A further 
Proclamation, issued seven days later, enumerates the authors thus 
interdicted,' and among them were Oecolampadius, Zwingle, John 
Calvin, BuUinger, Melanchthon, John Hooper, Miles Coverdale, 
and Thomas Cranmer, all included in John Oswen's list. Moreover, 
It was ordained " that no person presume to sell, reade, or keep any 
bookes printed in the Latten or Englyshe tonge concernynge the 
common service sett forth in Englyshe to be used in the Churches 
of this realme in the tyme of Kinge Edward the VI., commonly 
called the Communyon Booke, but shall wythin the space of fyfteen 
dayes bring or dely ver the sayd bookes to thordinarye of the dioces 
or his chancelloure to be burnt or otherwye to be ordered. And 
their Majestyes geveth full power to all byshops and all Justices of 
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Peace, Mayors, etc., to enquyer and serche oute the sayd bookes, 
and for this purpose enter into the howse or howses, clossetts, and 
secrete places of everye person of whatsoever degree, suspected to 
kepe anye such books, contrarye to this proclamatyon/' When 
such a penalty as that of being executed as a rebel without judge or 
jury hung over the head of anyone merely owning one of Oswen's 
books, it is rather wonderful that any copies have survived. So 
long ago as 1727, Lord Oxford paid ;f 10 for Oswen's first Prayer 
Book. In quoting this proclamation it is not necessary to impute 
superior virtue to one side or the other. In the previous reigns 
many books had been nearly as rigorously proscribed. But 
through this sad religious strife irreparable havoc has been wrought 
with our earliest books and manuscripts.

According to Herbert's Ames, Oswen printed, at Worcester, in 
1548, two editions of the New Testament, one in quarto and 
another in folio, in addition to the quarto edition of Jan. 12, 1550 
(No 9). In the British Museum is an imperfect copy of a New 
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Testament in duodecimo, lettered "Oswen, Worcester, 1548" 
(Allnutt). In the revised catalogue the note on this latter book 
will read, " This fragment has been attributed to the press of 
John Owen at Worcester, circa 1549. It was more probably 
printed in London by John Day." 

Mr. R. E. Graves, in the "Dictionary of National Biography," 
says that none of Oswen's work for 1552 is extant. He has 
evidently overlooked the Prayer Book, which was no doubt pro- 
duced in lai^e numbers, and would provide occupation for many 
months. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Archaeological Institute, held at 
Worcester in July, 1862, a loan collection of the productions of John 
Oswen was brought together, under the auspices of Mr. Albert 
Way, of Wonham Manor, Reigate. It is quite possible that even 
yet some forgotten examples of the rare volumes may be brought 
to light. The copies now known to be in the County are only five, 
viz., the Prayer Book of 1552, in the possession of the Dean and 
Chapter at the Cathedral Library ; John Veron's " Godly Sayings," 
belonging to Earl Beauchamp at Madresfield Court ; and the 
Prayer Book of 1 549, and the two parts of " Domestycall or House- 
hold Sermons," owned by Mr. Michael Tomkinson, of Franche 
Hall, near Kidderminster. The Bodleian has five copies of one 
book : could it not spare one of them to its natural home at the 
Victoria Institute Library in Worcester ?

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Baxter was accused of having driven such hard bargains with his 
Booksellers (or Publishers) that they became bankrupt. Nevil Simmons 
of Kidderminster was one of the earliest Worcestershire booksellers : when 
he was * broke' in Kidderminster, he settled in London, and continued to 
act for Baxter. ^' Nevil . Simmons . Bookselr . in . Kidderminster , 
His . HALF . peny," was one of the tradesmen's tokens issued in 1663. 
Baxter defended himself from the charge, and thus explained his dealings 
with his Booksellers. "When I first ventured upon the publication of 
my thoughts I knew nothing of the art of booksellers. I offered my book 
called * The Saints* Rest ' to Thomas Underbill and Francis Tyton to print, 
leaving the matter of profits, without any covenants, to their ingenuity. 
They gave me ten pounds for tlie first impression, and ten pounds a piece, 
that is twenty pounds, for every after impression, till 1665.

— as if second-sight had revealed those expansions of commerce which we 
see realised. 

** I was an apprentice to a linnen-draper when this king was bom, and 
continued at the trade some years, but the shop being too narrow and short 
for my large mind, I took leave of my master but said nothing. Then 
I lived a country life for some years : and in the late wars I was a soldier. 
In 1652 I entred upon iron works and pli'd them several years, and in 
them times I made it my business to survey the three great rivers of 
England and some small ones ; and made two navigable and a third almost 
compleated. I next studied the great weakness of the rye lands, and the 
surfeit it was then under by reason of their long tillage. I applyed the remedy 
in putting out two books which were so fitted to the country man's capacity 
that he fell on pell-mell ; and I hope and partly know that great part of 
Worcestershire, Gloucestershire, Herefordshire, Shropshire, and Stafford- 
shire have doubled the value of the land : see my 2 books printed by

With wise and patriotic liberality the Author was sent to visit the Conti- 
nent to study such trades, manufactures, or improvements as might be 
advantageously introduced into England.

Andrew Yarranton was born at Larford, in the parish of Astley, 1616, 
and was apprenticed to a Worcester linen draper. In the Civil Wars he 
rose to be Captain in the Parliamentary army. In 1652 he began manu- 
facturing iron near Bewdley. He introduced clover into England, and was 
the fathe of Inland Navigation. His name and his writings have been 
nearly forgotten, though Bishop Watson said he ought to have had a statue 
erected to his memory because of his eminent public services.

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This is at present the most important of all Books on Worcestershire. 
The great drawback to its use for genealogical or topographical purposes 
was the want of a full and reliable Index. But this want has lately been 
admirably supplied by the patient and painstaking work of Mr. John 
Amphlett of Clent. His Index is invaluable to all who wish to consult 
these ponderous tomes, comprising 1,500 pages, besides very many illus- 
trations and genealogical tables. 

This Index contains an Introduction giving a full account of Dr. Tread- 
way Russell Nash, the difficulties he met with, and the encouragement he 
received, in carrying out single-handed his great undertaking. As this 
volume is already on the bookshelves of the Members of the Worcestershire 
Historical Society, it would be superfluous to give more details here than 
are necessary to make this Bibliography complete in itself. 

The first volume of Dr. Nash's collections appeared in 1781. 700 copies 
were printed in demy folio, and 50 copies were printed on large paper. It 
was bound in blue boards, backed with white vellum. The second volume 
appeared in 1782. The Supplement was published separately in 1799. 
The view of * Kyre House,* mentioned in the list to Vol. II. as being at 
page 70, will be found engraved on the same plate as * Hallow Park,' given 
with Vol I. at p. 472. 

" In 1 799 the whole book was given to the world, with new title-pages 
substituted for the former ones, which were cancelled, and with the Supple- 
ment bound up with it, as a second edition with additions. In this edition 
were given also a view of the Bevere elm and an oval portrait of the author 
on a scroll, the same picture that forms the frontispiece to the volume of 
notes to his edition of Hudibras. In all other respects but these the two 
editions are identical." {Amphlett^

The difference between the Large and Small Paper is not in the size alone :
